Nancy Stokes as Judith Bliss, tem- 
porarily retired grand lady of the 
British stage; Joel Climenhaga as 
David Bliss, her imperturbable 
novelist husband; Mary Kizziar as 
Sorel Bliss, their would-be-socia- 
lite daughter; Jack Clarke as Si- 
mon Bliss, the rakehell son; and 
Norma Walton as Clara, the prac- 
tical servant. 

The weekend guests are played 
by: Joyce Tortel as Myra Arundel, 
Simon’s sophisticated and sharp- 
tongued girlfriend; Jere Young as 
Richard Greatham, the suave and 
non-comittal diplomatist; Joanne 
Woods as Jackie Coryton, a naive 
flapper whom David is ostensibly 
Studying; and Jim Harrison as 
Sandy Tyrel, a young boxer be- 
friended by Judith. 

The play aptly brings out the 
Noel Coward use of witty dialogue, 
amusing characterization, and hi- 
larious situations, which in combi- 
nation with Coward’s literary ex- 
cellence have endeared him to Bri- 
tish and American audiences for 
three decades. 

As it turns out, the guests are 
browbeaten, often ignored com- 
pletely, and even used as pawns in 
the numerous family conflicts that 
arise in the wierd Bliss household. 

Tickets, on sale, are priced at 
60 cents for adults and 30 cents 
for students. No reserved seats 
will be sold, but it is expected that 
there will be ample seating.

Cheap government electric power is a myth-- 
'and a deliberately contrived myth which is be- 
ing used in the long-established effort to so- 
cialize all the power producing and distribu- 
tion facilities of the United States. 

The reasons why cheap power is a myth are 


most important is the 


tax factor. The government power systems, in 
addition to being tax-subsidized, are wholly 
or largely tax free. The private utilities, by 
contrast, are one of the biggest taxpayers in 
the country, to city, country, state and Feder- 


One of the leading West Coast utility com- 
panies provides an excellent specific example. 
Last year, this company paid more than $40,- 
'000,000 in Federal, state and local taxes. That 
is an average of $110,351 every day in the 
year--and $4,598 for every hour of the day.

UNDERSTANDING 

One of the greatest needs in 
this world today—or any other 
day—is understanding. All thé 
heartaches and all the sorrows of 
the world, causéd by mis-under; 
standing result in a world full of 
trouble. 

People need to understand each 
other in business, and whenever 
they fail to understand any given 
transaction, there is always trou- 
ble. Each one who is party to some 
deal may be honest in his inten- 
tions, but if the other one does 
not understand, embarrassing, or 
painful consequences may ensue. 

Understanding is needed in the 
home. Father and mother and chil- 
dren need to understand each oth- 
er, in order that each may occupy 
his rightful place in the family, 
that happiness may result. 

The toilers of the world need 
to understand how other people 
live, in order that they may be 
sympathetic toward the problem 
of the other persons. Knowing 
how another must work, and toil, 
and labor, one will better be able 
to understand his reactions to var- 
ious matters which may arise, and 
these who may understand each 
other and their own _ peculiar 
problems, wili be able to live to- 
gether in a better way, and like- 
wise be more helpful to each other. 

Understanding is needed in the 
church. Indeed, “How good and 
how pleasant is it for brethren to 
dwell together in unity”, and this 
they cannot do unless they believe 
in Jesus the Christ, might be eli- 
minated largely if there were a 
greater degree of understanding 
among them. 

There needs to be a greater un- 
derstanding of the Bible itself. 
Practically all of the differences 
among religious people result over 
matters not in the Bible, and over 
mis-understandings of its teach- 
ings. When we know and under- 
stand, we shall a!l love and appre- 
ciate each other more.

If adopted by the city council, it 
will permit Holiday to operate a 
hot asphalt road mix plant and 
crusher on the property. 

The commission approved rezon- 
ing the 55 acres north of Sixteenth 
Street from A-1 (agricultural) to 
M-2 (manufacturing) with five 
conditions: 


1. That the 55 acres revert to 
A-1 whenever the land is no longer 
used for rock quarrying or as an 
asphalt plant. 

2. That the asphalt plant will 
be operated under all conditions 
and requirements for control of 
air pollution, and noise as are re- 
quired under the smog control res- 
olutions of the County of Los 
Angeles, or such regulations as 
the city council may require. 

3. That the rock company dedi- 


cate strips ten feet wide for the |

4. That the rock company main- 
tain an eucalyptus planting not 
less than ten feet wide along the 
west. boundary of the site. 

5. That the company’s land on 
Fourteenth Street at Campus Ave- 
nue, now zones M-2, shall revert to 
A-1 when the property is no long- 
er used for the rock business. At 
the present time, the company’s 
office and cement batch plant are 
located at this site.

Preliminary results of the search 
| for new anti-cancer chemicals were 
|reported by Dr. Greenberg here 
| today to the annual meeting of 
ithe American Society Cancer Re- 
| search, 
| Dr. Greenberg said he has found 
{two new substances which retard 
| certain types of cancer growth by 
|as much as 50 per cent. Moreover, 
| the substances when given in doses 
| adequate to interfere with the can- 
|cer growth are not toxic to the 
|rest of the body. 

Dr. Greenberg pointed out that 
the finding of any chemicals which 
| consistently affect tumor growth 
|is rare; and since the possibility 
|}exists that new compounds al- 
|ready tested may be even more 
j}effective, the work constitutes a 
| valuable lead in cancer research. 
The two successful substances 
| are members of the family of com- 
|/pounds known as the malononi- 
/triles. They are among a dozen 
|}malenonitriles which have already 
been synthesized by Drs. Green- 
|}berg and Gal. The formula for 
|malononitrile is NC-CH2-CN. By

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Hints On How 


To Care: For Roses 


Gardeners in the warmer regions 
of the Pacific Coast and the South 
have good growth started on their 
roses and in many cases have be- 
gun a regular program of feed- 
ing and spraying. This is not a 
difficult garden chore and it will 
help the roses to build up the 
luxuriant foliage needed to pro- 
duce magnificent flowers over the 
long blooming period. 

The first application of fertili- 
zer should be made when new 
growth is three or four inches 
long. A good organic fertilizer such 
as well-rotted or liquid manure 
will bring excellent results. If the 
organic type is not readily avail- 
able, a standard commercial pre- 
paration will serve the purpose. 

Beginners should be careful not 
to overfeed their roses. A heaping 
tablespoon of commercial fertili- 
zer per plant is ample. Spread the 
fertilizer around the plant about 
six or eight inches from its base, 
work well into the soil and then 
water thoroughly. The second feed- 
ing follows the first period of 
bloom, and the thrid is applied 
a month later. This schedule 
sufficient to produce vigorous 
growth and fine flowers. 

That anything so beautiful as a 
rose should have enemies seems 
impossible, but there are two ma- 
jor threats, insects and fungus 
diseases. The best grade roses such 
as those selected for the All-Amer- 
ica Rose award are particularly 
resistant to disease, and aided by 
simple protective measures, 
will remain healthy and vigorous. 
The four 1950 AARS winner, Fash- 
ion, Mission Bells, Capistrano and 
Sutter's Cold, for instance, have 
been tested in all parts of the 
eountry and have proved that with 
normal care they will thrive.

from geting a foothoid and to 
keep damage to a minimum. 


| The commonest diseases are 
blackspot and mildew, and both 
are readily recognized. The term 
“blackspot” is self-explanatory and 
any infected foliage should be ah 
moved and burned. Blackspot is 


prevalent throughout the country 
except in the dry areas of Califor- 
nia and other arid states. Mildew 
is easily detected by the appear- 
ance of tired looking foliage and 
a grayish film on the leaves. 

Among the insects, the main } 
enemies are aphids, red spider, 
thrips, and rose bugs. At the first 
sign of one of these pests, the 
plants should be sprayed with a 
good all-purpose spray which can 
be obtained from all leading nur- 
serymen. If aphids or any of these 
pests continue to show themselves, 
sprayings may be necessary once 
every ten days or two weeks. Be 
careful not to spray too often in 
hot weather to avoid damage from 
burning. * 

To be effective, spraying or dus- 
ting must cover the underside of | 
the leaves as well as the top. There 
are a number of all-purpose sprays | 
that will control both insects and 
fungus disease under normal con- 
ditions, and the time involved in 
caring for roses has been greatly | 
reduced by improved equipment. In 
exceptional cases, it may be nec- 
essary to use special insecticides 
or fungicides, any of which may 
be obtained from leading nursery- 
men.

Q. What is the namc of this cut 
of meat?

Q. Where does it come from and 
how is it identified?

Blade steaks contain either 
a blade bone or an arm bone, de- 
pending upon the side of the 
shoulder from which they are cut. 
Q. How is it prepared? 

A. By braising. Steaks are placed 
in a frying-pan and browned on 
both sides in their own or a little 
added fat.
